T a time (like the present) 
when competition is in- 
tensified, one is entitled 

to expect furnishers to keep their 
prices down to the lowest 
economic level in order to 
capture their share of trade. 

For that reason it is surprising 
to read in the annual report of 
the Merseyside manufacturers a 
complaint that some retailers are 
adding a very high mark-up to 
their furniture. 

When price control of furniture 
ended it was proposed and gener- 
ally agreed that a_ legitimate 
mark-up would be 40 per cent. 
Now we hear that a minority of 
furnishers is adding between 50 
and 75 per cent on cost. 


** If this is so it seems a 
very short-sighted policy. For 
not only will this minority lose 
business to firms that are content 
with a reasonably economic 
profit margin, but they will, if 
they continue the policy, tend to 
drive business away from the 
furniture trade—and into the 
hands of other manufacturers of 
consumer goods, 

Last week we revealed 
very ominous facts about the 
intensified sales drive by the 
makers of washing machines and 
other home equipment, 


x All furnishers who add an 
unwarranted mark-up to their 
prices are doing a great service 
to these other trades, and a big 
disservice to their own. There 
is a serious danger that the pub- 
lic, frightened of high furniture

prices they see in the shops, will 
decide to divert their money to 
the purchase of electrical equip- 
ment. 


EXHIBITION IDEAS 


LL exhibitors at the recent 
Earls Court furniture show 
have received a letter from 

B.F.M. Exhibitions, Ltd., asking 
for suggestions for improving 
next year’s event. 

We do not think there will be a 
lack of comment, some of it even 
trenchant. 


We know, for instance, that the 
big firms were very discontented 
at the positions allocated to the 
larger stands, most of them 
pushed out to the side of the hall 
in rather unapproachable sites. 


*% We ourselves would like 
to make one suggestion. 

It is that a special section 
should be set aside for manufac- 
turers of furnishing fabrics, par- 
ticularly curtains. It would, we 
believe, add considerable interest 
and attraction to the exhibition. 
It would be of great assistance to 
retail buyers and, perhaps equally 
important, it would be an attrac- 
tion to the public which, at the 
moment, compares unfavourably 
the Earls Court show with the 
Ideal Home Exhibition because 
of the greater variety of home 
furnishings that can be seen at 
the latter 

And if that suggestion were 
adopted, why not a special section 
for carpets to give even more 
scope to Earls Court?

OST of the Spring exhibitions, 
now well under way at London 
retail furnishing stores, are directing 
their appeal particularly to the younger 
customer, and this policy is co-or- 
dinated in Press advertising, window 
and interior showcards, and in the 
merchandise presented—most of which 
is suitable for the smaller flat and 
the restricted budget 
This is specially evident in the case 
of the “top end” stores, and results 
in two things: the bulk of furnishings 
shown are New Elizabethan in style; 
many of the individual displays have 
showcards and literature pointing to 
the advantages of the store's deferred 
payments system 
Another trend which is very notice 
able this year is the excellent displays 
which have been built up with a 
mixture of home and imported goods 
Fabrics and much of the furniture 
come from this country, but acces 
sories such as glass, pottery, and 
occasional pieces are frequently from 
European markets 
Although modern styles receive the 
greatest prominence, there are a

HEN we design a composition 

from masses, spaces, lines, light 
ing and colour we aim not only to 
create balance but to direct the vision 
of the definite 
and important objects in the display 
These objects are what we call focal 
points and display should have 
one main focal point with, if necessary, 
several distributed at 
various throughout the com 
position, These secondary focal points 
are linked with the main focal point 
either by imaginary points caused by 
the boundaries of the surrounding 
objects and spaces, or by direct 
methods such as the use of tapes in 
the example illustrated on this page

It is well known that if we study 
famous paintings of the old masters 
it is possible to trace the way in 
which the artists built up their paint- 
ings and note how they used such 
tricks as the outflung arm or wind- 
swept tree to carry the eye around 
the composition from one figure or 
object to another. Careful observa- 
tion will show us that these objects 
lead the eye towards the main figure 
i point of: interest In display the 
same tricks are adapted to fit in with 
the composition which, of course, is 
in depth 

When dressing a window we have 
to arrange our focal points at various 
distances back from the glass to 
achieve a sense of variation in depth. 
The passage of the eye from one 
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object to the next must not be hap- 
hazard or faltering yet it must be 
without conscious effort on the part 
of the beholder. The perfect com- 
position is one which compels the 
beholder to take in all details of the 
window without being conscious of 
the fact that they are making such a 
study of the display. 


Painters’ Technique 


To achieve such a state of perfec 
tion the use of geometrical shapes is 
called to our aid: these are used as 
a framework to build up the display 
The choice of the shape to be used is 
dependent upon the merchandise to be 
shown—again the old masters of 
painting were perfectionists in this 
matter of geometrical framework. It 
is possibie to trace with ease the 
shapes of circles and triangles in so 
many of their compositions. Take for 
example the perfect triangulated build- 
up of the “Ansidei Madonna” by 
Raphael; or again in the child study 
“The Age of Innocence” by Reynolds 
For an example of circular composi- 
tion study the rhythm of line in the 
painting “ The Last of England” by 
Maddox Brown. After studying such 
paintings it is possible to apply their 
rules to the art of display. 


Theatre Technique 


To help us with this question of 
depth much can also be learned by 
studying the methods used by stage 
managers of the theatre: indeed to- 
day the techniques of stagecraft, 
exhibition work and display design- 
ing are so interwoven that anybody 
who is connected with any one of these 
professions cannot afford to ignore 
the benefits which can be gained by 
studying the other two 

To return to the geometrical shapes 
we have already mentioned the triangle 
and the circle: to these can be added 
the square, the oblong and the ellipse 
Now, as we mentioned earlier, the 
choice of the right geometrical shape 
can only be decided upon after very 
careful study of the merchandise 
because your ultimate design must 
reflect the feeling of the merchandise 
Those who deal in and handle New 
Elizabethan fabrics and furniture will 
appreciate how the designers have 
obtained their effects by using geo- 
metrical shapes. If, for example, you 
were creating a display for such 
fabrics where the designs were based 
on squares and oblongs, it would not 
be fitting to design your display com 
position in terms of curves and flow 
ing lines. Likewise for a display of 
floral chintz printed in soft full colours 
with a pattern drawn in sweeping 
lines, it would be incongruous to 
design the composition of your win- 
dow upon squared shapes
